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Determine Won an Easy Derby, 
But the Best Colts Were Missing 


Los ANGELES 

Andy Crevolin’s Determine and trainer 
Willie Molter took their triumph in the 
17th running of the Santa Anita Derby 
pretty much in stride. Determine won by 
three and one-half lengths, and when it 
was all over Molter was probably the calm- 
est man in the place. 

He thought Determine was terrific, but 
refused to be swept away by admiration 
for the plucky little gray colt. Molter did 
not grab for a time-table to check the 
next train leaving for Florida and the 
Gulfstream Derby and/or Churchill Downs 
and the Kentucky Derby. 

“Sure, he’s a nice colt.” Molter said. 
“and he’s right at his peak now. But he’s 
been racing steadily. without a let-up. 
since last summer at Del Mar, I think he 
needs a rest badly. If he were my horse. 
I'd like to lay him up. and get ready for 
Hollywood Park.” 

As you remember. Molter also trained 
On Trust, which finished a very creditable 
fourth behind Jet Pilot in the 1947 Ken- 
tucky Derby and was second in the Preak- 
ness. “On Trust was never quite as good

after the Derby.” Molter said. 

The record. of course. will not bear 
Molter out on that point, but that’s what 
the man said, What he probably meant. 
and what others were saying. was that the 
best colts at Santa Anita—Porterhouse, 
Correlation, and Double Speed—were not 
in this Derby field; and the going figures 
to be even rougher in Kentucky when 
*Turn-to. Hasty Road. Goyamo and others 
are added to the competition. 

If Molter has his way and Determine 
remains in California. that leaves only 
Calumet Farm’s Duke Lea from the Santa 
Anita Derby as a threat in Kentucky. He 
is a big. green colt that is still improving, 
and may arrive by May. He still has some 
way to go. but has the team of Ben and 
Jimmy Jones to help him get there. They 
have won the Kentucky Derby before with 
lorses that looked less promising at this 
stage. 


INTERFERENCE. The story. of the 
Santa Anita Derby was complicated by a 
severe bumping episode on the first turn, 
James Session swerved out badly. and 
slammed into Duke’s Lea. knocking the 
latter into Determine. It was similar to 
the bumping Native Dancer took on the 
first turn in last spring’s Kentucky Derby. 
Many other fine horses have lost races 
with less excuse than either Duke’s Lea 
or Determine had. 

Determine. a small and shifty horse, re- 
covered stride quickly, although forced to 
lose much ground. It took Duke’s Lea. a 
large horse like Native Dancer. much 
longer to recover and get back into stride, 

At the half-mile-pole Determine began 
closing in on the leaders, and Ray York 
sent him to the front as the field went into 
the far turn. The race was soon over, and 
Eddie Arcaro, riding Duke’s Lea. knew it. 
So did York, but he pulled his whip on 
Determine in the stretch, because with a 
fortune waiting at the wire he wasn’t 
tuking any chances. 

Determine was clocked in 1:4844 for 
the mile and a furlong. equaling the Derby 
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record hung up by Your Host in 1950. 
Crevolin, whose luck at the yearling sales 
has been almost unbelievable. obtained 
Determine at Keeneland in 1952 on a bid 
of $12,000. Crevolin liked his breeding. 
which was similar to Your Host’s. Both 
are by *Alibhai out of *Mahmoud mares. 
Determine is out of Koubis, and an oddity 
is that neither his sire nor his dam ever 
raced. 

Mr. Crevolin is either one of the luck- 
iest or one of the shrewdest judges of 
yearlings in the auction ring. In recent 
years he has visited the sales at Keeneland 
and come away with such good stakes win- 
ners as Imbros, Decorated. Be Fleet. and 
Valquest. 


ANYOLDTIME. Breeders in California, 
Kentucky, and elsewhere will be inter- 
ested in the news that Anyoldtime has 
been retired to head the stud at George 
Gobert’s ranch at Tracy, Calif. Anyold- 
time leaves the races a winner; in fact. he 
won three races this season at Santa Anita, 
all in comparatively cheap company. 

He has a beautiful pedigree. and at 
one time could match it in performance. 
He is by Eight Thirty out of the fine mare 
*Never Again II, by Pharos. That makes 
him a half brother to Oil Capitol, by 
*Mahmoud, and Pocket Edition. by 
Roman. Pocket Edition is the dam of 
Gold. Capitol, among others. 

Gobert has an excellent ranch at Tracy. 
He is a member of the syndicate that has 
just returned Salmagundi to California. 
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The Photographs of a Lifetime: 
Cook Collection at Keeneland 


From 1901 until failing health forced 
his retirement about seven years ago. C. 
C. Cook was a photographer of race 
horses. In recent years he has lived alone 
in a small apartment in New York City, 
with a radio for today’s news and great 
stacks of negatives for memories of other 
days. These were the record of his life. 
and of more than forty years of American 
racing. Cook kept his treasure close be- 
side him. 

This month the negatives were gone, and 
80-year-old Charlie Cook was explaining 
to himself that it was all right. In his 
brighter moments he would even insist 
that he was glad they were gone to a 
place “where they'll be safe.” 

The uncounted collection of negatives, 
many of them on old glass plates. recently 
was purchased for the library at Keene- 
land Race Course, Lexington. It is being 
held in the packing boxes until a room 
with special controls for heat and humid- 
ity has been made ready for it. Later it 
will be indexed and catalogued under the 
supervision of J, C. Meadors, Keeneland 
photographer. 

Acquisition of the negatives for reposi- 
tory at Keeneland was made_ possible 
through a gift from W. Arnold Hanger, 
upon whose earlier gift of the Robert 
Turnbull collection of books on racing 
and breeding the library was founded. 
Many other books have been added to 
the original list, and it is expected that 
the picture collection will grow as the 
library has done, 

Charles Christian Cook, who took the 
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pictures and guarded them like a mother 
hen, was born June 20, 1873. at Carmi. 
Ili.. a little town on the Wabash River. 
The son of a country doctor, he was gradu- 
ated from Chicago's College of Pharmacy 
in 1894 and set up a drug store at Chi- 
cago Avenue and Lincoln Road Boulevard. 
Paraphernalia for amateur photography 
was soon an important part of the stock. 
and Cook. reasoning that he had “better 
learn what it’s all about.” took an Eastman 
dry-roll film camera and set out for Lin- 
coln Park. He would start on statues. be- 
cause “they wouldn’t move.” The film al- 
lowed 17 exposures. each picture round. 
and “about the size of a nickel.” With 17 
chances. he got 16 “perfects.” In a few 
years photography had spoiled a good 
druggist. 

Cook was fond of animal “shots.” He 
pedaled his bicycle all over Chicago in 
search of stray dogs. He worried the 
keepers of the zoo until they have him a 
free hand. In 1900 he got to a race track. 
at Roby. Ind.. and made his first action 
pictures of horses. The development of the 
curtain shutter and high-speed lenses soon 
allowed him to record fast action at close 
range. He sold the drug store and became 
a race track photographer. 

In 1904 racing was made illegal in 
Illinois. and Cook. following advice given 
him at City Park in New Orleans by Frank 
J. Bryan. moved to New York. He landed 
at Saratoga on July 29, 1904. As he cross- 
ed the paddock lugging some 35 pounds of 
camera and equipment. he was stopped by 
a bamboo cane and a study in fancy dress. 

“You a photographer?” asked Phocion 
Howard. “Well. see those two over there? 
Get them, then go to the other end and 
shoot that well dressed man who’s making 
his company laugh.” 

Cook strolled past the two groups and 
returned to Howard. 

“Why don’t you shoot?” the best dressed 
publisher demanded. “They’re not going 
to stay there all day.” ; 

Cook already had shot. He delivered 
the pictures to Howard later. They were 
of F. Ambrose Clark and William C. 
Hayes, two of the country’s leading ama- 
teur steeplechase riders. and Dr. J. Grant 
Lyman, fresh from a Wall Street coup with 
ambitions to build a racing stable fit to 
run, against the Whitney and Keene stables. 
Howard screamed for more pictures. 

Cook covered New York racing from 
then on, with winters in New Orleans and 
later in Miami or Havana. Each spring for 
14 years he spent a few weeks at the 
winter quarters of the Ringling Brothers 
circus. photographing the wild animals 


for Alfred T. Ringling. 
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In 1917, though he was over-age for war 
service, Cook volunteered because the 
Army needed photographers, He waited 
until after the *Hourless-*Omar Khayyam 
match at Laurel in October, then reported 
to Washington. The following summer he 
was given command of an aero-photo- 
graphic group in France. After the armis- 
tice he was kept in Europe three months 
longer to photograph the detail of the 
Hindenburg Line from Coblenz to Cologne. 
Mustered out with the rank of captain 
late in July. 1919, he was back at Sara- 
toga within a week, still in uniform. 


He had got back to civilian life in time 
to photograph Man o’ War’s defeat by 
Upset in the Sanford Stakes and the later 
victories of Sam Riddle’s super-horse. His 
pictures of Man o’ War in action were 
among his most carefully guarded. 


In later years “Cookie” left much of his 
work to younger assistants. and in 1947 he 
retired from the camera to his darkroom 
and stacks of negatives. from which he 
continued to turn out prints on order until 
about two years ago. when a fall resulted 
in injury to the nerves of his left side. 


Last week an old friend. Eddie Farrell. 
stopped in at 450 West 57th Street to visit 
Cook in the desolate emptiness where the 
shelves of three rooms had been stripped 
of the long-accumulated envelopes of neg- 
atives. The old-timer admitted to weeping 
a little for the first few days after they 
were gone, but now he was glad they were 
safe—and would be kept together. 


“T don’t know how many were sent to 
Kentucky,” he said. “but I believe that the 
collection at one time numbered seventy 
to eighty thousand.” Whatever were left 
would constitute the most thorough pho- 
tographic record of American race horses 
and horsemen through the first half of the 
twentieth century.

While the older horses held most of the 
attention over the week-end, the 3-yvear- 
olds were still on the stage. Saturday. 
February 27. brings up the renewal of 
the $100,000-added Flamingo. 

As we’ve hinted right along, Cain Hoy’s 
*Turn-to is our pick to win the Flamingo. 
He has won two races at the meeting. a 
sprint and a betless 1;'5-mile event. in 
each of which the colt outclassed his com- 
pany. Hank Moreno will do the riding. 
and it is expected that Giant Cracker. the 
Hibiscus winner which finished second to 
*Turn-to early in the week, will again run 
coupled with the smooth-striding son of 
*Royal Charger. It is our guess *Turn-to 
will be a short-priced favorite, around 
7 to 5. 

It’s an interesting renewal, for it has 
attracted at least three other strong Triple 
Crown candidates in Hasty Road, Goy- 
amo, and Maharajah. Hasty Road, likely 
to run coupled with Sea O Erin, looked 
good in his first winter start, though beaten 
by the flashy Duc de Fer. He was to run 
again Monday. February 22—in a soft 
spot—and that ought to put him into the 
Flamingo in excellent condition. Hasty 
Road cracked a tooth in a stall mishap 
before his start here. The tooth later was 
extracted, and the soreness in his gum 
has disappeared. (In the “soft spot” of 
February 22 Hasty Road was caught in 
the stretch and beaten a head by Maine 
Chance Farm’s Black Metal. in receipt of 
1] pounds. ) 

Allie Reuben. who with his wife owns 
Hasty House Farm. and trainer Harry 
Trotsek have nothing but praise for *Turn- 
to, but they are not exactly conceding the 
Flamingo to him. “We'll be hard to beat,” 
they said. 

Woodvale’s Goyamo. winner of his first 
two starts, then unplaced in the Ever- 
glades, could have one of his better days 
in Hialeah’s top sophomore prize of a mile 
and a furlong. He did not have it in the 
Everglades, however. “The track was too 
hard that day.” explained trainer Woody 
Stephens, “and I feel it was responsible 
for his poor performance, We'll do better 
in the big race.” Conn McCreary will be 
in the saddle. 

How good is Greentree’s improving Ma- 
harajah? Unraced at two, he has been 
quite a sensation here this winter; he has 
won two, including the Everglades, and 
Placed in three other races. Maharajah 
won the Everglades going away, suggest- 


ing route-running ability. Ted Atkinson, 
who hadn’t thought he was so much early 
in the winter, now believes the gray son 
of *Mahmoud is likely to beat ’em all. 


THE WIDENER running on the week- 
end produced another upset. as James Cox 
Brady’s home-bred Landlocked, at 34 to 1. 
led the full mile and a quarter to earn 
$102.200. Apheim Stable’s Quiet Step. 
another longshot. was the runner-up. beat- 
en only a head, after forcing the pace and 
threatening the winner throughout. A 
lengths and a quarter away was River 
Divide Farm’s Andre. with a neck advan- 
tage over Hasty House Farm’s Ruhe. 

Far back among the also-rans was 
*Royal Vale, topweighted at 126 pounds 
and a slight choice in the betting over 
Greentree’s Straight Face. *Royal Vale. 
which had run well in the McLennan. evi- 
dently does not have it any more. He had 
no excuse in the Widener. 

Straight Face was bumped several times 
and definitely had no chance in the race. 
Royal Bay Gem. Jamie K.. the McLennan 
winner Elixir. *Iceberg I]. and Impasse 
were other disappointments. 

John Heckmann, a 21-year-old native of 
New Orleans. earned praise for his cool 
ride on Landlocked. which had tired pre- 
viously in the McLennan. A_ personable 
youngster. Johnny arrived in Miami from 
New Orleans by plane with only $7 in his 
pocket Saturday morning. He flew right 
back Saturday night with a fee of $10,200. 

Heckmann. who had ridden Landlocked 
against Native Dancer in the American 
Derby last year. lucked into the mount in 
the Widener. his only race at Hialeah this 
winter. Landlocked’s regular jockey. 
Jimmy Stout. was suspended a week ago 
by the stewards and had to give up the 
engagement. Nick Shuk. in California, was 
offered the mount, When Nick turned it 
down, trainer Bobby Dotter brought Heck- 
mann from New Orleans. Heckmann ex- 
pects to return here for Gulfstream Park’s 
meeting. 


A BITE OF BAT. On Monday (Febru- 


ary 15) Hasty Road made his 1954 debut - 


against Duc de Fer and Busher’s Beam, 
Hialeah’s tote board was blinking only in 
the win pool but the crowd still bet more 
than $50,000 on the six-furlong sprint. The 
Hasty House colt was favorite at 1 to 2. 
the unbeaten Duc de Fer at a shade under 
3 to 2 and Eugene Constantin’s colt at 
8 to 1.

lt Is About Time... 


William L. Pfeiffer, legislative consul- 
tant for the New York Racing Associa- 
tions, this week denied charges made on 
the floor of the New York Senate last week 
by Sen. Louis L. Friedman, Brooklyn 
Democrat, who had said that Republican 
legislators in the past had been “forced to 
support race track legislation which they 
didn’t want.” Friedman charged that “top 
leaders of their [Republican] party or- 
dered the legislators” to support race track 
legislation. 


Pfeiffer, former Republican State Chair- 
man in New York, pointed out that he 
did not accept the racing associations’ job 
until three months after he had resigned 
as chairman of the state committee. 
Pfeiffer concluded his denial with a de- 
fense of New York racing: 


“Flat racing is big business, and the 
State of New York is, in effect, the major 
partner. More than a third of a billion 
dollars in racing taxes has been paid into 
the State treasury during the past 14 
years. These are taxes which have helped 
foot the bills for our schools, hospitals, 
roads, welfare, courts. and numerous other 
services which benefit everyone in the 
State. 


“Tt is the cleanest sport known, and no 
scandal has been attached to it. Every 
precaution is taken to keep it that way for 
the protection of the public. .. . 


“It is about time that the Thoroughbred 
racing associations are recognized as being 
what they are rather than have political 
demagogs. by innuendo and _ falsehoods, 
try to make the public believe that Thor- 
oughbred racing is sinister, shady, and 
sinful.”

Objections in El Paso 


Several weeks ago THE BLoop-Horse 
reported on plans for Gateway Park, a 
new track to be built in New Mexico just 
across the Texas border from El Paso. 
and traced the history of anti-racing senti- 
ment in Texas. Since the new track is to 
be built in New Mexico, Texans won't be 
able to do much about it. However. it ap- 
pears that this fact won’t keep them from 
trying, 

On February 18, a news story in the El 
Paso Times reported that 11 El Paso or- 
ganizations. led by the Chamber of Com- 
merce. have adopted resolutions opposing 
the construction of Gateway Park. The 
Chamber of Commerce said that it had 
sent letters to cities “throughout the 
United States” and it had determined that 
“race tracks adversely affect business in 
the communities having racing tracks.” 

The Times continued the attack on its 
editorial page. In an editorial. “The Race 
Track.” the newspaper said: 

“El Paso generally is opposed to a race 
track which is scheduled to be built just 
across the state line in New Mexico, We 
know that the race track will be a drain 
on the economy of this community. . . . 

“But that does not alter the fact that 
a race track in New Mexico is legal. 
whether we like it or not. 

“That poses the question: 

“What can we do to prevent the con- 
struction and operation of the race track 
under discussion? 

“Legally. we cannot do a thing.”

“In the final analysis. about all we can 
do is to try to convince our Own people 
that they should not patronize the race 
track. If they do, they will be suckers, A 
race track, or any other gambling estab. 
lishment, is not operated to benefit anyone 
except its owners and operators.” 


ThistleDown Stakes 


ThistleDown race track. near Cleveland, 
this week announced a program of five 
stakes. with an added value of $67,500. for 
its summer meeting. opening June 1.

The Death of Attention 


Attention, 16-year-old son of Equipoise— 
Fizzaz. by Bubbling Over, died of a heart 
attack on February 16 at the Helis Stock 
Farm. Jobstown. N. J.. where he had stood 
since he began stud service in 1945. 

Attention won stakes in each of the 
four years he raced. His victories included 
the National Stallion and the United 
States Hotel Stakes. the Arlington Clas- 
sic. and the Metropolitan and Gittings 
Handicaps. both under 126 pounds top 
weight. He placed in other top races, in- 
cluding the Hopeful Stakes. the Pimlico 
Special, the Dixie. Suburban. Brooklyn, 
and Massachusetts Handicaps. He won 
nine of 29 starts and earned $122.000. 

Bred by the late Mrs, Parker Corning. 
Attention raced for her until Mrs. Corn- 
ing’s death in 1943. He then was sold to 
the late William G. Helis for $55,000, His 
only later victory was in the 1943 Gittings 
Handicap. 

Best of Attention’s offspring was Spar- 
tan Valor, one of the country’s best handi- 
cap horses in 1952 and until injury ended 
his racing career early in 1953. Spartan 
Valor enters the stud this year at L. P. 
Doherty’s Stallion Station. Other stakes 
winners by Attention were Glen Arvis. 
Thasian Hero. and Page-One. Through 
1953 his get had earned slightly more than 
a million dollars. 


First in Washington 


The first Washington-bred foal reported 
to THe Broop-Horsrt this year was a 
brown filly by Floating Mine—Radiant 
Ray. by Termination. owned by Miss Patty 
Lacey. of Sumner. Wash. The foal arrived 
on January 27. Floating Mine. unraced.

Lilly Valenti to Stud 


Steve Valenti. of New Orleans. has an- 
nounced the retirement of his 8-year-old 
stakes-winning mare Lilly Valenti, She is 
being taken out of training. and will be 
bred to Ponder later this spring. 

By Sun Again—Key Way. by Pompey. 
Lilly Valenti was bred by Charlton Clay. 
of Paris. Ky.. who sold her to Valenti for 
$3.200 at the 1947 Keeneland summer 
sales, A winner in five seasons, her best 
year was 1953. when she won the Rose 
Leaves Stakes at Detroit and four other 
races. 


*Fairmond Dies in Manitoba — 


*Fairmond. among the most successful 
sires of recent years in Canada’s western 
provinces, died recently at R. James 
Speers’ ranch in Manitoba. Foaled in 
1938, he was by Fairway—Almondale. by 
Buchan. 


First foal by the young stallion Provo- 
cative recently arrived at Leslie 
Combs II’s Spendthrift Farm, where 
Provocative stands. The foal is a bay 
colt out of Running Scale, by Caruso. 


Speers bought the horse in England 
after he had run twice unplaced as a 2- 
year-old. In Canada *Fairmond won two 
of his three races at three and got another 
victory in ten starts at four. When his 
first offspring were 2-year-olds in 1947, he 
was represented by six runners, all of 
them winners at two, 

Best of *Fairmond’s numerous Canadian 
stakes winners was possibly the filly Vir- 
ginia Fair. a crack 2-year-old in her own 
area and winner cof the 1953 Alberta 
Derby. *Fairmond had two other winners 
of the Alberta Derby—Fair Author and 
Fair Elf. Victory Gift. Yates Senior, and 
Lord Strome won the Canadian Derby at 
Polo Park, and Victory Gift also won the 
1948 Longacres Derby. Other stakes win- 
ners by *Fairmond were Lord Fairmond. 
Murky, Scapa Blow, Shaunavon, and 
Virden. 


*Cortil, Not Full 


The young stallion *Cortil, standing at 
Leslie Combs II's Spendthrift Farm, Lex- 
ington, does not have a full book for 1954 
as mistakenly advertised in THE BLoop- 
Horse of February 20, page 457. *Cortil 
stands at $1.000 for a live foal. 


Self-Aid in New England 


Five resolutions were adopted at a re- 
cent meeting of the New England Thor- 
oughbred Breeders and Owners Associa- 
tion, reports Mrs. Charles V. Thayer. 
assistant secretary of the organization. 

Two of the resolutions concerned the 
New England Futurity, run each year at 
Rockingham Park. for 2-year-olds foaled 
in New England. The group recommended 
te the Rockingham management: (1) That 
eligibility be limited to 2-year-olds whose 
dams were mated in New England; (2) 
that the distance of the stakes be short- 
ened in 1954. Previously. the race has been 
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run in October at six furlongs, This year 
it is scheduled for July. 

Other resolutions: 

1. To oppose the 5 per cent Federal ~ 
pari-mutuel tax bill, recently introduced in 
Congress. 

2. To ask for a five-pound allowance in 
all races for New England-bred horses. 

3. To ask for two long and two short 
races in each condition book for New 
England-owned horses, and to ask for the 
seme number of races in each book for 
New England-bred horses.

One of the first 1954 foais reported from 
Texas is a colt by *Empujon—Idle Chat- 
ter, by Out Bound, owned by W. F. Willis. 
who has a Thoroughbred farm in Palo 
Pinto County, about 60 miles west of Fort 
Worth. *Empujon, 12, by Pantera—Extra. 
was a good race horse in Chile, before 
being brought to the U. S.

Straight Face passed tired horses in 
the stretch to finish eighth. *Royal Vale, in a 
contending position until the final turn, dropped 
back to thirteenth. 

Landlocked now has won stakes in each of 
three years. All his previous stakes wins were at 
Monmouth Park, the Sapling Stakes as a 2-year- 
old and the Lamplighter Handicap and Choice 
Stakes last year at 3. He also finished second (to 
Native Dancer) in the American Derby and placed 
in four other stakes last year.

Determine had won stakes in each of his last 
two previous starts, but the Santa Anita crowd of 
52.275. remembering Hill Gail and Chanlea, made 
the Calumet entry of Duke’s Lea and Indian Red a 
3-2 favorite for the Derby. Indian Red went to the 
front immediately, opened up a clear lead. Deter- 
mine caught him after five furlongs. After Indian 
Red gave way, Duke’s Lea began moving up. He 
got within three lengths of Determine at the head 
of the stretch, and gained no more. -Travertine, 
second during the early running, finished third. 


After the race Andrew J. Crevolin, Determine’s 
owner, said his colt definitely would be present for 
the Kentucky Derby, and probably would be flown 
to Gulfstream Park for the Florida Derby on 
March 20. 


Trainer Willie Molter thought such a program 
would be too strenuous for the colt. Molter said, 


“He needs a rest. He’s at his peak now and too 
much racing won’t do him any good. Crevolin [an 
automobile dealer in Alhambra, Calif.] thinks a 
horse is like an automobile: put in a new spark 
plug and he can run every day.” 

Determine, busy since the Del Mar meeting last 
summer, improves consistently. In his last seven 
starts before the Derby, he had won the San Fran- 
ciscan, Robert O’Brien, and San Felipe Handicaps 
and the San Gabriel Stakes, finished second in the 
San Vicente Stakes and an allowance race, and 
finished third in the Salinas Handicap. 

The Derby winner was foaled and raised at Dr.

Dr. Asbury sold him for $12,000 to Crevolin at the 
1952 Keeneland summer sales. 

Determine is the first foal of Koubis, an 8-year- 
old unraced mare by *Mahmoud. Koubis had 
attained a lesser distinction before foaling Deter- 
mine. She was born with a cleft palate, and was 
the first horse operated on for such an ailment. 
She now has a yearling colt (which will be sold 
in the 1954 Keeneland summer sales) by Revoked, 
and is in foal to Eight Thirty. 

*Alibhai, the sire of Determine, now has nine 
$100,000 winners. Owned by a syndicate, he stands 
at Leslie Combs II’s Spendthrift Farm, Lexington.

Crown Crest: An Ambitious Foundation 


by Dan M. Bowmar III 


Three years ago Howard Reineman had 
no Thoroughbred farm. no stallions, and 
only a few broodmares. Today his 1,136- 
acre Crown Crest Farm is one of the lar- 
gest Thoroughbred operations in the coun- 
try. with seven stallions. about 75 brood- 
mares of his own. plus two barns of board- 
ing mares and a hospital barn for ailing 
race horses, 

Since Reineman’s farm includes some 
of the richest land in central Kentucky, it 
is obvious that Crown Crest has cost him 
a lot of money. The expenses did not end 
with land and horses. He has built seven 
barns. an office, a laboratory. an operating 
100m, seven field sheds, and several houses. 
Many businessmen have invested as much 
money in a new business. Few have in- 
vested so much so quickly ,in one whose 
nature is so hazardous. 


Reineman is one of the owners of the 
Crown Steel Company. of Chicago. hence 
the farm name. Mr. and Mrs. Reineman 
had not planned to move to Lexington 
after buying Crown Crest. However. one 
visit convinced the Reineman children 
(Sally, Robert, and Judy) that they wanted 
to make Lexington their permanent ad- 
dress. The Reinemans made a sudden de- 
cision and found themselves without a 
house. They moved into a four-room tenant 
house and began remodeling. There have 
been several additions since. and_ the 
final result is shown in an accompanying 
picture. 

Before buying Crown Crest (most of 
which formerly was included in E. E. 
Dale Shaffer's Coldstream Stud) in the 


summer of 1951, Mrs. Reineman raced a 


small stable. which included Carrara Mar- 
ble and Dinner Hour. A few months after 
the farm was purchased she sold all her 
racing stock. Crown Crest breeds for the 
market, and most of its produce is sold 
as yearlings in the Keeneland sales. 

Reineman bought horses prodigiously 
after acquiring the farm. and like any 
new man in Thoroughbred breeding. he 
made a few deals he soon regretted. He 
already has resold some of his early pur- 
chases. As a good executive, he has learned 
quickly. 


ORGANIZATION. As general manager. 
Reineman hired D, A. (Pat) Patterson. a 
young man who came to Lexington after 
managing large farms at Elgin. IIl.. and 
Montello, Wis. A native of Marathon. 
Iowa, Patterson is a graduate of Iowa 
State College. and worked for the lowa 
State Extension Service before going to 
Elgin. 

Under Patterson there are four depart- 
ments-—horse, cattle. general farming. and 
maintenance. Head of the horse depart- 
ment is Al Cofield. who was associated 
with the late Douglas M. Davis Sr. for 
many years. 

The horse department includes more 
than the usual broodmares. yearlings, and 
stallions. Crown Crest does not race, but 
yearlings are broken for various customers. 
and the farm maintains a hospital barn 
for horses which need a farm rest while 
recovering from ailments or from firing or 
blistering. 4 

The farm has an unusual boarding ar- 
rangement. Mrs. Isabel Dodge Sloane’s 
Brookmeade Stable and L. S. MacPhail’s 


Glenancus Farm have entire barns at

Crown Crest, The fields and paddocks for 
these barns are not used by any of the 
Crown Crest mares. This system is used 
to prevent the possibility of spreading an 
infection. 


RESEARCH. Reineman is interested in 
several phases of equine research. Already 
in use at the farm is a laboratory which 
makes blood. urine. and semen tests. It 
is directed by Dr. Roy Gibbons, a graduate 
of Cornell. who joined the Crown Crest 
staff last year. Dale Henthorne. who holds 
a master’s degree in bacteriology from 
the University of Kentucky. is laboratory 
technician. 

Before coming to Crown Crest. Dr. Gib- 
bons specialized in horse surgery, and 
several of his papers on the subject have 
been published. 

Central Kentucky’s first “horse oper- 
ating room” will be added to Dr. Gib- 
bons’ facilities in the summer of 1954. An 
operating table, which can be raised or 
lowered to any height and tilted at any 
angle necessary for an operation, is being 
made. It was scheduled for completion 
this year. but a shortage of parts has de- 
layed its delivery. The operating room also 
will be available to other central Kentucky 
veterinarians. 

A comprehensive study of horse nutri- 
tion has been in progress at the Crown 
Crest lab for many months. Patterson says 
the farm hopes to have a preliminary re- 
port on the results available in a_ few 
months. 


EQUIPMENT. In two of his barns, 
Reineman has installed a new type of 
water tub which refills automatically as it 
empties. A thermostat to keep the water

at a constant temperature (50 degrees) is 
built into each tub, 

Patterson likes the automatic water de- 
vices. which retail for $46 per tub. He 
says installation costs for a new 14-stall 
barn are relatively small (about $460), 
since the pipe and wiring can be laid be- 
fore construction begins. In a barn already 
built. installation “runs into quite a bit 
of money.” 

Crown Crest has been the only customer 
among local horse farms. The cost is 
high. but Reineman feels that the advan- 
tage of constant water at a constant tem- 
perature makes the devices worth the 


expense. 


The idea of constant water temperature 
has been extended to one of the pastures. 
A thermostat in the pasture tank is wired 
(underground) to a nearby barn.

As a measure of economy in the instal- 
lation of paddock and pasture water tanks, 
Patterson buys culvert-forms (three-foot 
culverts for paddocks, six-foot culverts for 
the larger pastures) for tanks. This elim- 
inates the necessity of building forms 
and pouring concrete for each new water 
tank. 


The foaling barn at Crown Crest is one 
of the most elaborate on the farm. There 
are nine regular-size (10’x14’) stalls, and 
two foaling stalls (14’x28’). The foaling 
stalls are separated by a tack room with 
windows through which the night watch- 
man can observe the occupants of both 
stalls, 


Next to each foaling stall is a “drying” 
stall, equipped with heat and sunshine 
lamps. Several stalls have a central “reel” 
light which may be pulled down from the 
ceiling to any desired height. Either infra- 
red or ultra-violet bulbs may be used in 
these lamps. which aid in treating sick 
foals, 

The fuse box for the foaling barn re- 
sembles one which might be found in a 
small manufacturing plant. An official of 
the local utilities company said it was the 
“best-wired barn I ever saw.” 

One of the first buildings in Reineman’s 
construction program was a modern, eight- 
stall stallion barn. Seven stalls now are 
filled. and the other one will be occupied 
next summer. when *Windy City II ar- 
rives from California. The seven stallions 
now at Crown Crest are Grand Admiral. 
Carrara Marble. Coldstream, Oil Capitol. 
Greek Ship. Papa Redbird. and Wine List. 
The first three named are owned by Reine- 
man, the others by syndicates in which he 
owns shares. 

Although the horse department at Crown 


Crest accounts for more than two-thirds 
of the farm’s employees (32 out of 45), 
the other departments are not small oper- 
ations. There are about 175 Scotch Short- 
horn cattle on the farm, including 80 cows 
and four bulls. Reineman, who has made 
extensive purchases of Shorthorns at top 
cattle exhibitions in the last three years, 
plans to show and to sell the cattle he 
raises. 

The maintenance department includes 
carpenter, mechanical. and paint shops, 
each with a full time employee. There is 
also a gardener and a landscape man, Pat- 
terson says the farm plans to establish a 
nursery this spring. 


PASTURES. Most of the land at Crown 
Crest is devoted to pastures. The only crop

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is tobacco, of which the farm raised about 
30 acres last year. 

Whenever possible. horses and cattle are 
rotated on pastures. the cattle getting the 
long grass. Last summer’s drought. set the 
pastures back. but Patterson believes they 
are beginning to recover. To help them 
along. he plans to mulch most of the 
fields this spring with straw from the 
stables. and also to use liberal doses of 
rotted manure and commercial fertilizers. 
including liquid nitrogen. 

The farm has had little trouble with 
parasites, but a close check is kept. The 
lab makes fecal counts on all horses, The 
counts are based on an eggs-per-gram sys- 
tem to assure accuracy. With this method, 
minor cases. as well as major ones. can be 
detected immediately. 

The low-level phenothiazine treatment 
is used for in-foal mares and for yearlings. 
the half-therapeutic dose for barren mares. 
Since the barren mares run to sheds, it is 
not practical to attempt daily doses in 
their feed. 


Crown Crest has attempted to incorpor- 


ate the phenothiazine in feed pellets, but 
discovered that it produced more efficient 
results when the powder was mixed with 
the feed each day. 

Water has been piped into every field 
and every paddock. Since Reineman 
bought the farm, more than 1.700 feet of 
pipe has been laid. All the water comes 
from two springs and three wells. There 
is one pond, but it is not used for stock. 
“We try to keep it stocked with fish, how- 
ever.” Patterson said. 


HORSES. Crown Crest entered the year- 
ling market in 1952. when the farm sold 
three yearlings at the Keeneland summer 
sales. Last year. the number was up to 
11. which brought $100,900, an average of 
$9.173. This summer, the number to be 
sold and the quality of the consignment 
is expected to be higher. A few weeks 
ago. the farm imported a yearling. which 
will be sold at Keeneland, by *Royal 
Charger—Bray Melody. by Coup de Lyon. 
The colt is a full brother to Happy 


Laughter, the best 3-year-old filly in Eng- 
land last year.

Automatic water tubs are installed in 
two barns at Crown Crest. The rim 
at the top of the picture is the actual 
bucket, which easily lifts out for clean- 
ing. Below the bucket, in the metal 
case, are a valve which keeps the 
water at a constant level and an au- 
tomatic heating device (with built-in 
thermostat) which keeps the water at 
a constant temperature of 50 degrees. 
The valve, activated by a float, refills 
the bucket through the bottom. 


At the same time. the Reinemans also 
bought Bray Melody. She will not be 
brought to this country until later. She 
recently foaled a colt by Arctic Prince, 
and will be bred to Tulyar. 

The Reinemans also have mares scatter- 
ed throughout the United States. For the 
current breeding season. ten mares are in 
California. two in Maryland. and one eac! 
in Virginia and New Jersey. Seven of the 
mares sent to California will be bred to 
*Windy City II. The others will go to 
*Khaled. Seven Seas, and another stallion 
not yet selected. Those which went East 
will be bred to Rosemont. Discovery. Gen- 
eral Staff. and Case Ace. 

Most of the Crown Crest mares are 
under 12 years. Since Reineman is plan- 
ning for the future, he feels that the young- 
er mares are better buys than those al- 
ready established as top producers. This 
policy has resulted in a low percentage of 
stakes producers for the present; he hopes 
that it will result in a high percentage of 
stakes producers within a few years. 

Reineman has bought few stakes win- 
ners, feeling that the prices for stakes- 
winning mares often are out of line. 
especially for mares which do not come 
from good producing families, 

Among the Crown Crest mares with rich 
relations are Intrigue. 8. by Discovery— 
The Schemer (dam of Conniver); Gay 
Stream. 4. by Coldstream—-Playfull (dam 
of Queen Hopeful) ; I Predict, 7, by Alsab 
—I Say (dam of Say Blue and Say 
Please) ; and Peerless Mary. 6. by *Chal- 
lenger II—Play Mary Jane (dam of Mrs. 
Rabbit).

How Long Is A Length? 


One of the devices tested at the Tropical 
Park meeting was the Beckman-Whitley 
Electrotimer. a piece of equipment which 
combines timing with photo-finish fea- 
tures. The Beckman-Whitley. people claim 
the instrument is accurate to 1/100.000 of 
a second. 

The timing device begins functioning as 
the first horse reaches the starting-pole. 
and continues until all horses have crossed 
the finish line. The finish picture (per- 
haps described best as a multiple expo- 
sure) includes all horses in the race, and 
across the top of the strip, in seconds and 
hundredths of a second, are markings of 
time. The time each horse finished is in- 
dicated by the time over his nose. 

The Beckman-Whitley Electrotimer has 
been in regular use for several years at 
harness and Quarter Horse meetings in 
California and the Southwest, and a sim- 
ilar device. the Bulova Phototimer, has 
been used since 1948 for track meets, in- 


cluding the Olympic trials. the major AAU 
and NCAA events, and championship in- 
door meets at Madison Square Garden. Its 
first application to Thoroughbred compe- 
tition was at Tropical Park. During the 
season there some of the Miami papers 
used its readings to report the individual 
time of each runner. 

The engineers responsible for the Elec- 
trotimer are John C. Beckman and Ernest 
M. Whitley, whose offices are at San 
Carlos. Calif. Their work began about 
eight years ago. and the first operation of 
the device was at a dog track in Portland, 
Ore. The principal difference between the 
Electrotimer and the more commonly used 
cameras for photographing race finishes 
is that the negative shows the time for 
each runner at the finish wire. 

A traditional rule of thumb in handi- 
capping and analyzing the results of 
races is that a horse at full speed travels 
about one length in a fifth of a second, or 
five lengths a second. Beckman and Whit- 
ley offer an amendment. based on the 
study of the finishing speed of several 
hundred horses at the Tropical Park 
meeting. 


A horse is running at least six lengths 
a second at the finish. they say; the aver. 
age they estimate at six and a quarter 


lengths per second, That is. a running 
length is covered in .16” and six lengths 
in .96”. This conclusion may—or may not 
—result in a demand for a definition. 

A “length” is a term traditionally used 
in racing for hundreds of years. but it 
has not been defined exactly. For purposes 
of quick computation it is assumed to 
equal ten feet, and it does take a horse§ 
about a fifth of a second to run ten feet, 

Racing charts, however. do not give 
finish margins in fractions of ten feet. but 
in fractions and multiples of actual 
lengths, 

The accompanying illustration is made 
from the Electrotimer’s photograph of the 
first race at Tropical Park November 27, 
1953. The winner. Razzoo (Whirlaway— 
Good Blood, by Bull Lea). is shown fin- 
ishing the mile and a sixteenth in 109.47 
seconds (1:4925. as given in the chart), 
He covered the distance at an average 


rate of 51.25 feet per second. If he was 
running at the rate of 6.25 lengths per

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second, his length was 8.2 feet. not 10 
feet. The photograph shows that his actual 
body length corresponds to .15 second in 
the time-strip above. Other pictures show 
as much as .17 second to the length. 

Thus far on American race tracks auto- 
matic timing is still running second to the 
less precise stop-watch. If a few fast- 
figuring horse players should happen to 
discover that calculations based on the 
Electrotimer yield two-tenths of one per 
cent more winners. the gadget may have 
a bright future. 


Green in the Desert 


The California Horse Racing Board last 
week concluded two days of hearings on 
two proposed race tracks at Palm Springs. 
Calif. The Desert Turf Club has applied 
for a permit to build a Quarter Horse 
track, and the Palm Springs Turf Club 
wants to build a Thoroughbred track. The 
board will study both applications for sev- 
eral weeks before any decision is an- 
nounced. 

First day of the testimony was devoted 
to the Quarter Horse application. Frank 
Bogart. president of the Desert Turf Club. 
and Henry Gogerty. secretary-treasurer of 
the organization, proposed to build a half- 
mile track. a grandstand with 3.009 seats. 
a small club house. and stalls for 400 
horses. 

The Palm Springs Turf Club, headed 
by Kenneth B. Kirk, president of the Kirk 
Dial Company, plans a larger operation. 
Its tracks would be one mile in circumfer- 
ence, with a grandstand and club house 
seating 4,000 persons, and 700 stalls for 
horses. Kirk estimated it would cost $1.- 
500.000, more than two-thirds of which al- 
ready has been subscribed. he said. 

Several California turfmen testified 
against the applications. They based their 
arguments on the grounds that California 
already has enough racing, and that Palm 
Springs, a tourist center with a permanent 
population of only 10,000. is not large 
enough to support even a short meeting. 

The men opposing the new tracks in- 
cluded Gwynn Wilson, general manager 
of Santa Anita; Thore Brekke, assis- 
tant general manager of Hollywood Park: 
Dr. Frank Porter Miller, president of the 
California Breeders Association; Charles 
Coughlin. general manager of Golden Gate 
Fields; Clyde Bracket, of Del Mar: and 
Walter Dauchy. director of racing at 
Pomona.

Murphy Re-elected 


Dwight Murphy has been re-elected 
chairman of the California Horse Racing 
Board. Gov. Goodwin J. Knight recently 
named two new members. George I. 
Holmes and B. W. Railey. to the board. 
Murphy then offered to step down as 
chairman, but Holmes and Railey asked 
him to continue in the position. 


The Commission Was Unreasonable 


The first of six court fights (THE Boop. 
Horse, February 6. page 338. February 20. 
page 468) between Ohio race tracks and 
the Ohio State Racing Commission was 
decided last week. Judge Claude V. 
Emmons. of Summit County Common 
Pleas Court. ruled that the commission 
was “unreasonable” when it refused to 
grant Ascot Park. near Akron. racing 
dates for 1954. 

Judge Emmons’ ruling means that Ascot 
will be able to open on April 16, as 
originally scheduled. unless the commis- 
sion files an appeal. 

Chairman Zoltan Gombos. vacationing in 
Florida, said that he would not ask for 
an appeal unless other members of the 
commission voted for such action. Com- 
missioners William Johnson and Otto 
Eliott, who voted with Gombos to deny 
Ascot’s application for racing dates. said 
they did not wish to press the case. 

The commission had denied Ascot dates 
on the grounds that William Griffiths. one 
of the owners of the track. has been called 
“a known gambler.” 


HENRY GREEN 
His side won in Akron. 


Grifiths has owned an interest in Ascot 
since 1943, but he never has operated the 
track. He leases it to Henry Green, Danny 
Cronin, Frank Moore, and Robert Dienst. 
who also operate River Downs. Hamilton, 
and Beulah Park. Ascot’s appeal was 
supported by the Akron Beacon-Journal, 
a daily newspaper with a circulation of 
more than 150.000. In an editorial titled 
“Unfair to Akron” the Beacon-Journal 
criticised the commission ruling, saying: 

“It seems to us that the commission is 
drawing an inordinately fine line when it 
rules that Bill Griffiths is an OPERATOR 
of Ascot Park racing because he happens 
to be a half-owner of the property. 

“The state. incidentally. received $384.- 
590 in taxes from Ascot Park racing last 
year. We wouldn't mention this if we 
thought any moral issue was at stake 
in the commission’s action, But the issue 
appears to be more political than moral.” 


Woodbine Stakes

When the nine mares owned by estate of Cris- 
pin Oglebay were dispersed in the Breeders’ Sales 
Company’s auction at Keeneland on the afternoon 
of November 17, 1949, the two highest prices were 
$61,000 for the Irish Oaks winner *Uvira II. in 
foal to War Admiral, and $57,500 for Level Best. 
which had been the best 2-year-old filly of her 
year, in foal to Bull Lea. Arthur B. Hancock Jr. 
bought both mares for the account of John S. 
Phipps. of New York. 

Level Best’s 1950 foal was Level Lea, which sur- 
vived a near-fatal illness and late in 1953 developed 
inte one of the year’s best 3-year-olds. *Uvira II's 
offspring was Parnassus, foaled at Claiborne Farm, 
Peris, Ky., and, after weaning, shipped to Mr. 
Phipps’ Blenheim Farms in Virginia, where he 
shortly became a much worse racing prospect than 
Level Lea. 


The colt was turned out in a paddock one day 
when a group of fox hunters, with the hounds in 
full cry, passed near. His early months in Ken- 
tucky had afforded no chance for him to become 
accustomed to the hullabaloo of this Virginia sport, 
and he became badly frightened. In his mad efforts 
to escape he broke a fetlock joint and crippled 
himself to the extent that it seemed improbable 
that he would ever race. The joint swelled and 
became permanently stiffened. 

Despite the obvious handicap the colt was turned 
ever to Max Hirsch to be trained for racing at 
three. Hirsch ran him four times in New York 
without success, and in June sent him to New 
England. where he was trained by W. C. Freeman. 
Class began to show through in July, when Par- 
nassus won a maiden race at Narragansett Park 
by eight lengths. He got five other victories before 
the year ended. In September he was third in a 
division of Atlantic City’s Ventnor Handicap, and 
eerly in December finished second to Sunny Dale 
when that good mare won the 14%4-mile President’s 
Plate Handicap at Bowie. 

Parnassus then was shipped to the Fair Grounds 
in New Orleans, where he finished out of the 
money in two overnight races. He moved to Hialeah 
for the McLennan Handicap, in which he finished 
15th, beaten 20 lengths. In his last start before the 
Bougainvillea, he was third to Royal Governor in 
an allowance race on the turf. 

Picador took the lead at the start of the 
Beugainvillea and held on until mid-stretch, where 
Parnassus caught him. Parnassus, far back early, 
had no difficulty drawing away to a clear margin. 
Picador tired, but managed to hold second from the 
fast-finishing Abbe Sting. 

War Admiral, which stands at Faraway Farm,

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OBITUARY 


M. A. Kern 


Murrel A. Kern. 65, Chicago insurance 
executive and owner of Lexington Fields, 
220-acre Thoroughbred farm which is one 
of the “show places” of northern Illinois, 
died early in the morning of February 18 
at Miami. Fla. He had been in ill health 
the past year and had gone to Florida 
on February 9 with his wife, Virginia, who 
was recovering from a broken hip and 
other injuries suffered in a freak auto- 
mobile accident last November. (She was 
struck by her own car which rolled down 
an incline while she was opening a garage 
door.) 


Kern was known as an organizer of in- 
surance companies, latest of which was 
the All-American Casualty Company. He 
raced for many years under the name 
Lexbrook Stable. Among the best horses 
to carry the yellow and cerise of Lexbrook 
were the stakes winners Potranco and 
Lextown. Before he raced and bred Thor- 
oughbreds, Kern was interested in show 
horses and owned the champion saddle- 
bred horse Grand Lex. 


He established Lexington Fields about 
twenty years ago and made his home on 
the farm near Palatine. Ill.. a few miles 
from the Arlington Park race track, He 
bred a number of mares each year. and 
was also a regular buyer at the yearling 
sales, principally at Lexington. 


Because of the pressure of his insurance 
organizations and later because of ill 
health, he had several dispersal sales of 
horses in recent years. Latest of these was 
last May, at Lexington Fields. He retained 
the mare Beryl M. (1945, Littletown— 
Lady Rosamond. by Thundering), own 
sister to Lextown. 


Kern was back at the Keeneland sales 
last fall, where he bought the following. 
now 2-year-olds. which are being trained 
at the farm by Gilbert Wilson: Camping 
Out. b. c. by Escadru—Gypsy Day. by 
Maedic; Lady in Haste, b. f. by Occupy— 


Banyan, by Theatrical; War Gay. b. f. by. 


War Liberator—Bonnie Gay. by Diavolo; 
Margin, b. f. by Bull Brier—Darter, by 
Dodge. He had also repurchased the 3- 
year-old home-bred colt Compensator 
(Pyracanth—Bery] M.. by Littletown). 
and the 3-year-old filly Eternal Frolic. 
These were the nucleus of a new Lex- 


brook Stable. 


Born on a farm near Goodland, Ind.. 
Kern spent the early years of his life at 
Watseka, Iroquois County, Illinois, where 
his father, the late James A. Kern, was 
state’s attorney for many years. “M. A..” 
as he was known to acquaintances, had 
been in the insurance business for more 
than forty years. Besides his wife he is 


survived by a brother, Lowell D., who was 
associated with him in business. 


In the settlement of the estate it is ex- 
pected that Lexington Fields will be of- 
fered for sale and that there will be a 
final dispersal of Lexbrook Stable horses. 
The farm has been managed for many 
years by George Poirier. who has also 
trained the racing stable at various times, 


Lexington Fields is well equipped for’ 


horses. with large barns. many paddocks, 
and a training track.

jockey’s quickness of hand-—and mouth. 

Duc de Fer came out of the gate fastest 
and took a length lead on the rail-running 
Hasty Road. which wore front bandages. 
with Busher’s Beam dropping back right 
away. The order staved the same until the 
mid-point on the turn, where Johnny 
Adams decided that Hasty Road would 
run better outside his opponent. As he 
started to ease back and go out Logan 
Batcheller let go with Duc de Fer and 
opened up three lengths before the head of 
the stretch had been reached. 


Through. the final quarter-mile Hasty 
Road battled to regain the three lengths. 
Adams gave him two good whacks at the 
eighth-pole and the oversized son of 
Reman started moving up to the leader, 
In the meanwhile Batcheller had been in- 
dustriously working over his colt. His first 
problem coming into the stretch was to 
find out which side of him was going to 
bring Hasty Road. By dint of standing on 
his head and making a signal for a left 
turn at the same time he was able to see 
the big challenger coming on the outside. 

Batcheller waited until Hasty Road drew 


even with his saddle cloth. then hit Duc de 
Fer twice from the right side, thrust the 
whip in his mouth, switched the reins, and 
hit the son of Spy Song three quick 
whacks from the left. This was enough to 
keep the pace-setter going. The final mar- 
gin was a neck for Duc de Fer’s fourth 
straight triumph. 

Duc de Fer will not run in the Flamingo. 
not being quite tight enough to go a mile 
and a furlong. He'll try for the Florida 
Derby at Gulfstream Park on March 20. 

After the race. owner Warfield Rodgers 
was asked how he thought his colt would 
handle a distance of ground and he said 
that would be determined in the near fu- 
ture. The Memphis contractor remembered 
a day at Hialeah some years ago when 
Duc de Fer’s dam. Lady Waterloo, beat 
Hasty Road’s dam. Traffic Court, going 
a mile and an eighth. “I wouldn’t mind 
if he gets beaten. but I wish somebody 
would do it and get it over with. This un- 
beaten business is worrying me to death.” 
he said. 


Regarding the choice of the name, Rod- 
gers said they had applied for all sorts 
of names pertaining to the Duke of Well- 
ington, only to have them all turned down. 
At this point his wife remember the same 
sort of fight that went on when they tried 


‘to name a colt Red Prince and wound up 


with Roi Rouge. Thus the Iron Duke was 
switched to French to produce a name that 
will cause a little less trouble than C’Est 
Tout. which wound up as Chest Out in 
paddock circles. 


NO BETS. NO CROWD. On Tuesday 
there was a 3-year-old event carded at a 
mile and a sixteenth and it drew only four 
horses. Since two of the quartet were an 
entry owned by Harry F. Guggenheim. it 
was decided that there would be no bet- 
ting on the race. Hialeah ran the $6.000 
purse as the ninth race. 


The effortless performance shown by 
*Turn-to was just what he needed. He 
was not asked for any speed as Hank 
Moreno sat still all the way around, pick- 
ing up the Cain Hoy stablemate, Giant 
Cracker. at the three-eighths-pole and gal- 
loping home. It was the type of race that 
makes trainers decide not to run_ their 
colts against a horse. 

After the eighth event of the day, on 
which there was betting. there was a 15- 
minute interval while the colts were sad- 
dled. and then the four horses came on 
the track, About a third of the crowd 
stayed to watch.

A Resignation, 
With Counsel 


C. Ray Robinson, national counsel for 
the Horsemen’s Benevolent and Protective 
Association and chairman of the purse 
committee of the California division of 
the HBPA, resigned both positions last 
week, 


“Increasing demands on my time” was 
the explanation given by Robinson. who 
has law offices in three California cities, 
Merced. Auburn, and Los Angeles. 


Less than a week before his resigna- 
tion, Robinson represented the HBPA in 
purse negotiations with Hollywood Park. 
The track agreed to pay 40 per cent of 
its share of the mutuel handle in purses 
for each of the next three years. 


In his letter of resignation, Robinson 
summed up the accomplishments of the 
California division of the HBPA while he 
was in office. offered some advice to the 
board of directors. and concluded with a 
horrifying speculation: 


“We have increased our purses by ap- 
proximately $2.600.000 per year. They are 
still less than the national averages, but 
are now on a fairly reasonable basis, This 
increase means $260.000 more per year 
for jockeys. and $260.000 more per year 
for trainers. It means that the value of 
California-bred horses has increased by 
many hundreds of thousands of dollars: 
it means that breeder awards have _ in- 
creased proportionately and, in fact, it 
has made it possible for many of you to 
continue in business. 


“From an organizational standpoint. we 
have become a part of the horse racing 
program in California and. as such, are 
given consideration by all tracks and re- 
spect by most of them. 


“These gains have not been easily won. 
We have had a biased and. to say the 
lezst. hostile Racing Board. Sattler and 
Pabst are finally removed and we have 
high hopes for a new deal on the Board. 
The initial Tanforan fight and the bitter 
Hollywood Park struggle laid the foun- 
dation for the Santa Anita deal. which. 
dollarwise. was good. We now have Holly- 
wood Park accepting the 40 per cent 
formula for three years. 

“All of this tension has, unfortunately. 
left scars and should give you cause to 
reflect upon the future course of your or- 
ganization. May I suggest a few things 
for you to consider? 

“First, you must perfect your internal 
organization so as to deserve and demand 
loyalty from members and to set up pro- 
visions for effective discipline when 
merited. 


“You must collectively protect your 
members from the slightest discrimina- 


tion by tracks, stewards or otherwise, and 
be prepared to back it up... . 

“You must be politically articulate and 
united in order to hold the gains made. . ., 

“You must particularly remember the 
$2 bettors who make all racing possible, 
He has been completely without represen. 
tation or sympathy; he has been looked 
upon as a dumb sucker and his rights are 
treated accordingly. . . . The bettor should 
be given top priority in honest treatment 
by your members and you should insist 
and see that tracks do the same. He not 
only deserves it but needs it, 

“It is my considered opinion that there 
will be in the very near future a reap. 
praisal of what should be done with the 
profits from racing insofar as the public 
use of this money is concerned, The possi- 
bility of applying these revenues to al- 
truistic and charitable purposes is worthy 
of the most thoughtful consideration.”

Mr. and Mrs. Reineman want to breed 
good horses. It is unlikely that any new 
breeder ever has gone to greater lengths 
in attempting to provide the best environ- 
mental conditions and most advanced 
technological services for that purpose.

” Heat and Humidity, Salt and Water 


by Joseph U. Bonanno, M. D. 


How much do we know about salt and 
water? How do salt and water affect the 
horse. especially during hot and humid 
weather? 

It is to the trainer’s advantage to know 
why these two items play such an impor- 
tant role in a horse’s performance. The 
difference between a good and a poor per- 
formance may depend on the amount of 
salt and water in the animal’s body. 

In order to understand what may hap- 
pen to a horse during hot and humid 
weather, a brief description of how water 
and salt work in the body tissues is in 
order. 


About 70 per cent of the horse’s live 
weight is made up of water. In a horse 
weighing 1.000 pounds. this would amount 
to about 700 pounds of water. or about 84 
gallons. The salt content would be in the 
neighborhood of 214 pounds. 


(1) In the tissue cells, about 60 gallons. 
(2) In the spaces between these cells, 
about 18 gallons. 
(3) In the blood plasma and in the 
lymph, about 6 gallons. 
The salt is distributed as follows: 


Editor’s note. The horse in training may 
lose condition rapidly if the salt-and-water 
balance in his body is disturbed. Here Dr. 
Bonanno abstracts, from the manuscript 
of his unfinished book on the horse in 
training, an elementary discussion of this 
important subject. The author, a_prac- 
ticing physician in New York, has a long- 
standing side interest in the veterinary 


field. 


(1) In the blood plasma and in the 
spaces between the cells, about 
114 pounds. 

(2) In the urine, intestinal juices, and 
other secretions. about 1 pound. 


For practical purposes it can be said 
that all the salt lies outside the tissue 
cells. and most of the water is found 
within the tissue cells. If the cells lose 
water, they become dehydrated or dried 
out. When this happens the horse feels 
thirsty. If water is lost from the blood 
plasma and the spaces between the cells, 
the blood becomes thicker (increased vis- 
cosity ). 

In the body. the salt controls the move- 
ment of water either into or out of the 


tissue cells. The amount of salt in the 
body fluids determines the direction jn 
which the water moves. 

In order for the fluid in the blood plas. 
ma and in the spaces between the tissue 
cells to be in balance the salt in each 
compartment must be in the proportion 
of approximately one ounce to the gallon 
of fluid. When this balance is disturbed, 
water moves away from or into these com- 
partments, depending on the amount of 
salt present. When there is too much salt, 
water moves in to balance it. and when 
there is too little salt. water moves out. 

The body has the power of eliminating 
excess salt into the urine. On the other 
hand. the body tries to conserve the salt 
if the content is low. by not eliminating 
it in the urine. 

The following are some conditions that 
may upset the salt. and water balance: 


(1) Intake of too much water. 

(2) Intake of too little water. 

(3) Intake of too much salt. 

(4) Intake of too little salt. 

(5) Intake of too little salt and water,

takes too much fluid by mouth, the blood 
plasma balance is upset because the plas. 
ma is diluted. The salt concentration per 
gallon is less, therefore water is removed 
from the plasma and thrown into the 
urine by the action of the kidneys. The 
animal suffers no ill effects. 


TOO LITTLE WATER. If in a day the 
horse is deprived of normal intake of 
fluid. the following changes occur: The 
water content is decreased in the tissue 
cells. in the spaces between the cells. and 
in the plasma. This means that the tissue 
cells become dehydrated. Some salt js 
eliminated in the urine. 

The animal’s body loses a certain 
amount of water during the day in the 
following manner: by vaporization from 
the lungs and skin, about two gallons: 
through the urine. from one to two and a 
half gallons; from the droppings. about 
a quarter of a gallon. This makes a total 
normally ranging between three and a 
quarter and nearly five gallons. During 
hot. dry weather this total is increased 
because vaporization is increased, During 
hot and humid weather much more water 
is lost by sweating. 

The effect of dehydration is thirst. dry. 
ness of mouth. decreased urine output, 
some degree of weakness and listlessness. 

The tongue is a good index of dehydra- 
tion. If it is dry the horse needs water. 
Since the horse in training has a great 
increase of metabolism because of work- 
outs. and racing. the waste products of 
muscular contraction are increased. The 
kidney is put under stress because it is 
trying to conserve water by forming little 
urine. and yet it must get rid of some of 
these wastes. A certain amount of urine 
must be formed in order to get rid of the 
waste products: otherwise they accumulate 
in the blood and tissues. 

The remedy for this condition is to give 
water. but not to let the horse gorge itself 
at one time. The horse will be in brighter 
spirits. and the kidneys will get rid of 
accumulated wastes. since the urine water 
comes from the blood plasma. 


TOO MUCH SALT. If the horse eats too 
much salt in the food or as a supplement. 
the blood plasma balance is upset  be- 
cause the concentration of salt is  in- 
creased, When this happens. the spaces 
between the cells and the cells themselves 
lose water and lend it to the blood plasma. 
The cells become dehydrated and _ thirst 
occurs. Anyone who has eaten salted pret- 
zels has experienced this type of thirst. 
The blood plasma eventually gets rid of 
the excess salt by eliminating it into the 
urine. 

The treatment for this type of dehydra- 
tion is to supply water. so that the animal 
will eliminate the excess salt quickly, and

at the same time pay back the tissue cells 
and the spaces between them, the water 
it has borrowed, 


TOO LITTLE SALT. The ration q 
horse gets at the track normally is low jn 
salt content. Trainers provide supplement. 
al salt by having a block in the barn, or 
by having it loose. They usually leave jt 
up to the horse to take what ever amount 
it wants. 

If the horse takes too little salt over q 
period of time the blood plasma balance 
is disturbed because the salt concentration 
per gallon is reduced. Water leaves the 
plasma and is emptied into the urine, 
Some of the water and salt in the spaces 
between the cells move into the blood 
plasma, but no water leaves the cells oj 
the tissues, Therefore the cells do not be- 
come dehydrated, and no thirst  fol'ows, 
The dehydration occurs mostly in the 
spaces between the cells. In this case the 
animal suffers from dehydration without 
being thirsty. 

This condition is known as extracellular 
dehydration (dryness outside of the cells.) 
Diarrhea causes loss of salt, and if se. 
vere. serious symptoms develop. 

The effects of low salt content in the 
body vary from mild symptoms to death. 
Listlessness is one of the first symptoms 
to appear when the salt content is low. 
If the condition progresses, fatigue. mus- 
cular weakness, loss of appetite. bloating. 
and colic ensue. 

In very severe cases of salt deficiency the 
blood volume may be reduced to half the 
normal. This leads to a drop in_ blood 
pressure. increased heart rate. accumu 
lation of poisonous wastes in the blood, 
thickening of the blood. shock. and finally 
death. Horses have died after a race and 
some of those deaths were not due to “a 
heart condition,” but to deficiency of salt 
and water. 

When the horse has a less severe de- 
ficiency of salt. it becomes bloated if only 
water is given. The water is held in the 
stomach because the stomach valve is shut. 
and the water is poorly absorbed. Since 
the horse in this case is not thirsty. it 
may refuse water. A horse in this condi- 
tion will have to be treated by a veterin- 
arian. who will give salt and water intra 
venously. This is a drawn out procedure. 
but may be life-saving. 

For the horse that has a mild deficiency. 
the trainer may put one-half to one tea- 
spoon of salt per gallon of water. and not 
allow the horse to gorge itself, 


TOO LITTLE SALT AND WATER. 
This condition may occur when there is 
a loss of too much salt and water during 
hot and humid days. The imbalance caused 
by this condition is of special importance 
to the trainer because the horse’s perform 
ance and health may be impaired. Aside

from the loss of salt and water through 
the urine. the droppings, and evaporation. 
the horse may lose ten or more gallons of 
water and two or more ounces of salt per 
day in the sweat. 

Sweating causes a loss of water from the 
tissue cells. from the spaces between the 
cells. and from the plasma. Sweat comes 
from the plasma; therefore, for each gal- 
lon of sweat produced, a gallon of fluid is 
removed from the plasma. The salt concen- 
tration in the sweat is less than in the 
blood plasma. therefore the plasma loses 
more water than salt. In this case the 
water is loaned to the blood plasma from 
the spaces between the cells, and from 
the cells proper. This leads to drying up 
of the tissue cells, in which case, thirst is 
the first symptom, 

The effect on the horse is a combination 
of the symptoms described above in condi- 
tions of (1) too little water and (2) too 
little salt. The urine becomes scanty. the 
animal is listless and thirsty and doesn’t 
feel like eating. If it drinks only water it 
becomes bloated. It tires quickly. the 
hlood pressure lowers. the heart output 
is lowered, the heart beats faster, the 
blood gets thicker and flows less easily. 
Poisonous wastes accumulate in the body. 
the temperature rises. and some Vitamin 
C is lost. If this condition is allowed to 
progress. the animal may collapse and die. 

The production of sweat is nature’s way 
of getting rid of excess body heat. During 
hot and humid days, heat builds up in the 
body. and if water is restricted the internal 
heat builds up until heat exhaustion de- 
velops. If at the same time salt is restrict- 
ed, heat stroke may develop and the ani- 
mal may die. 

The animal also gets rid of some in- 
ternal body heat by the processes of con- 
duction. radiation, and evaporation from 
the skin and the lungs. This type of 
evaporation is different from sweat in that 
no salt is lost. It is called insensible evap- 
oration because the water loss cannot be 
seen, except on cold days when the vapor 
from the nostrils condenses in the cold 
air, This type of water loss goes on all the 
time regardless of the outside temperature. 

On hot days the trainer need not “warm 
up” the animal, because the muscles are 
already warmed up by the accumulating 
heat. If the horse is allowed to warm up. 
the body temperature may rise further and 
handicap the horse. 

As many trainers have noted, exhaustion 
occurs more quickly when the weather is 
hot. The reason for this (as pointed out 
in the chapter on the heart) is that the 
heart beats much faster because of dehy- 
dration and slow blood flow. Each athlete’s 
heart. human or animal, has a limit to 
how fast it can beat before it causes the 
athlete to quit. The better the animal is 
trained, the greater the heart output. and 
the longer it will take to tire. 

The care of the horse during hot and 
humid days is of great importance. if good

performance is to be expected. The stall 
should be well ventilated in order to allow 
the horse to get rid of accumulating body 
heat. Stale hot air causes the body to heat 
up sooner. 

From time to time the trainer should 
check the horse’s temperature with a rec. 
tal thermometer. If the temperature regis. 
ters 102 degrees or more, he should take 
the horse out of the barn and sponge it, 
or he can place the horse’s feet in a tub 
of cold water. If the temperature reaches 
104 degrees. he should call a veterinarian, 
During the day the horse should dring 
from 12 to 18 gallons of water that con. 
tains from one-half to one teaspoon of salt 
per gallon. 

Many trainers believe in _ restricting 
water to the horse on the day of a race. 
They believe that the horse gets bloated 
if water is given. The horse may get 
bloated if only water is given because, 
as explained above. the salt content in the 
body is low, and the stomach valve doesn’t 
open up. However, if the trainer makes a 
practice of putting some salt in the water 
this condition will not occur. The writer 
has seen many horses come to the paddock 
on hot days. perspiring profusely. dry- 
mouthed, and effectively dehydrated. This 
can be avoided if the trainer keeps in mind 
the importance of salt and water. especial- 
ly during hot and humid days.
